Monsignur Joseph A. Connolly, 67 
years old, at Bt.

career of more than 44 years of 
church service {n and near 8t. Louis. 
He wes pastor of St. Teresa's 
Church, Grand boulevard and North 
Market street. 

He had been Vicar-General of the 
St. Louls diocese since 1908, appoint- 
ed af that time by 
Giennon, and was in charge of the 
district during any absence of the 
Archbishop. He had been Vicar- 
General from 1893 to 1895, but did 
not hold this office during the time 
Archbishop P. KR. Kenrick iy

Monsignor Connolly was long a 
member of the Catholic Parochial 
School Board here. He was known

by his conferes as a most faithful 


worker and accomplished much aur- 
ing his career of nearly a balf cen- 
tury toward building up the church 
life among the people of his parish. 
Ordained in 1878. 

Monsignor Connolly was ordained 
here in St. John’s Church !n 1878, 
and at once became assistant 

at St. Colombkille’s 
in Carondelet. He be- 
in November, 1878, 
wt the Catholic church at New 
Madrid, Mo., where he remained 
enti] 1882, returning to St: Louis at 
that time to become aagsistant pastor |

Ceaception. In 1883 he became as- 
sistant pastor at St. Bridget's Parish, 
remaining in that service until tne 
falij of 1886. He then was transferred 
to De Soto, where he remained unti! 
Sept. 1, 1892. At that time he again 
returned to St. Louis to take charec 
of St. Teresa's Church, where he was 
pastor until his death. 

He received his title of Monsignor 
from the Pope in 1911, for exception- 
al service. He was one of three to| 
hold the title here. The others are 
the Right Rev. Monsignor J J. 
Tannrath, pastor of the .Old Ca- 
thedral and chancellor of the dio- 
cese, and the Right Rev. Monsignor

When Monsignor Connolly’ § took 
charge of St. Teresa's Church there 
were only a few score among his 
congregation.
